Shows Taft Out of It. 








ST. LOUIS TO LEAD 
IN STARTING BOOM 





Jarrett Faction in City Com- 
mittee Eager to Declare for 
Oyster Bay Against White 
House—Kiel Forces Urge 
Delay in Shouting. 





A Btate-wide movement in the inter- 
est of Theodore Roosevelt for nomina- 
tion as the Republican candidate for 
President in 1912 is expected to crystal- 


ize in the indorsement of the former 
President by the Republican City Com- 
mittee of St. Louis Thursday night, c- 
cording to the controlling forces wf the 
organization, every member of the com- 
mittee is for Roosevelt, but some are Op- 
posed to his indorsement at this time. 

The Roosevelt movement in Missvuri 
is significant for the reason that it was 
started after E. Mont Reily >of Kansas 
City, president of the Republican Leagus 
Clubs of Missouri, had _ visited Col. 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay and discussed 
the political situation with him. 

Through the League Clubs Reily has 

made a partial canvass of the State. His 

reports to officers of the league show: 

That Roosevelt is a 5-to-1 to 20-to-l 
favorite over President Taft for the 
Republican nomination. 

That not less than one-third of che 
Republicans would vote against Taft 
if he was renominated. 

That in numerous. polls’ made 
throughout the State Taft was shown 
to be behind both Roosevelt and La 
Follette. 

Taft Line Won't Hold. 

The Republican organization in the 
State has made vigorous efforts to hold 
it in line for Taft, but Republican State 
Chairman Morris concedes that the sen- 
timent is overwhelmingly for Roosevelt. 

Gov. Hadley is for Roosevelt, his 
friends openly declare. 

W. E. S. Jarrett, chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee, has returned 
from a business trip to the West. He 
said he found that Roosevelt was a 
%-to-1 favorite over Taft in Western 
states. 

The Jarrett faction of the committee 
favors the indorsement of Roosevelt at 
Thursday night’s meeting. The Kiel 
faction is as strongly in favor of Roose- 
velt as the Jarrett faction, but probably 
will fight to prevent the indorsement at 
this time. 

Henry W. Kiel, former chairman of 
the committee, is vice-president of the 
Republican League Clubs of Missouri. 
He declined to discuss the situation in 
Missour|!, further than io say that he 
was for Roosevelt and was in favor of 
sending an uninstructed delegation from 
this State to the Republican national 
convention in Chicago. 

Reilly started the Roosevelt campaign 
two months ago. He attended a dinner 
at Washington given by John Hays 
Hammond, national president of the 
League Clubs, to President Taft and the 
State presidents. He found at that din- 
ner that the impression prevailed 
throughout the country that Taft could 
not be renominated, and that Roosevelt 
was the only man who could save the 
party from defeat. 


Went to Oyster Bay; Openly for 
Roosevelt, 


From Washington, Reily journeyed to 
Oyster Bay for a conference with Roose- 
Velt. The fact that he returned to Mis- 
sourl and began at once a campaign to 
line up the State for the former Presi- 
dent indicated to the Republican work- 
ers that the movement had at least the 
tacit sanction of Roosevelt. 

Ormsby McHarg, a Washington law- 
yer and politician, who has been touring 
the South in the interest of Roosevelt, 
has been in St. Louls within the past 
Week. He conferred with Jeptha D. 
Howe, former chairman cf the Repub- 
lican City Committee. Howe is the 
moving force back of the Jarrett wing 
of the city committee, and suggested to 
Jarrett the advisability of a Roosevelt 
indorsement.

McFarland is held in jail here. The 
confinement appears to have affected 
him considerably, according to the jafl- 
er, who says the minister is nervous, 
and sleeps little.

Louls in 1908, at the suggestion of Roose- 
velt, who was then President, indorsed 
Taft for President.

JURORS BECOMING’ FAT 





Judge Gets Daily Reports on 
Their Health, and Orders 
Guard Against Sickness. 





By Associated Presa. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—Stceps were taken 


today to expedite the trial of the ten 


Chicago packers, charged with conspir- 
acy in maintaining a combination in re- 
straint of-trade. Taking of testimony 
began Dec. 21, and only nine witnesses 
have been heard. In addition to their 
testimony, 80 voluminous statistical doc- 
uments have been offered in evidence. 
At the present rate it is estimated that 
it will take the Government until May 1 
to complete the presentation of its case, 
as District Attorney Wilkerson still has 
about seventy more witnesses to be 
called. 

The defense expects to call 100 or more 
witnesses and offer a mass of docu- 
mentary evidence, so that the trial may 
not be concluded until next August or 
September. 

District Attorney Wilkerson today 
checked over the list of Government wit- 
nesses with a view to shortening the 
hearing. 

To Limit Questions. 

The plan now is to limit the question- 
ing of witnesses to material points and 
introduce nothing but important docu- 
mentary evidence in the hope of con- 
cluding the trial in May. 

Harry A. Timmins, chief accountant 
for Morris & Co., began his sixth day 
on the witness stand when court con- 
vened. He was questioned by Special 
Government Counsel] Sheean. 

United States District Judge Carpen- 
ter is closely guarding the health of the 
jury. He receives a report every morning 
from. the bailiffs on the physical condi- 
tion of the jurymen and gives instruc- 
tions in regard to their care. The jury 
has been living at a downtown hotel 
under guard since Dec. 19 and thus far 
no member has complained of illness. 

The trial may last until May and 
udge Carpenter is anxious to avoid hav- 
ing the proceedings halted through the 
illness of any of the jurors. 

Juror Gains 15 Pounds. 

One juror has gained 15 pounds and 
every other member of the body has 
gained five pounds or more in weight. 
The jury rises before 7 o’clock every 
morning and is taken for a two-mile 
walk before breakfast. Sunday morning 
the jury attended services at a down- 
town church. The members do not care 
for theaters, having attended but two 
theatrical performances in six weeks. 

Thomas Scott was a sailor for 20 years 
before being accepted on the jury and 
has brought a large coil of rope which 
he uses in tying knots during his idle 
moments.

I yet think 
Col. Harvey made no mistake in his 
choice of a candidate, but the cir- 
cumstances leading to the unfortu- 
nate parting of the ways between 
them leads me to doubt whether in 
character and temperament—it may 
be merely in the habits of a lifetime 
—Gov. Wilson is not rather a school- 


master than a statesman. 


Wilson Shows Constraint. 

1 have from Col. Harvey and Gov. 
Wilson statements, according to the 
memory of each, touching what did 
actually happen and was spoken on 
the occasion named. These do not 
materially differ. They coincide with 
my own recollection. Nothing of a 
discourteous kind, even of an un- 
friendly kind, passed during an in- 
terview of more than an hour.

ing him against me, and that, to 
all intents, I sat in the same boat 
with Col. Harvey. I am in receipt 
of Gov. Wilson’s averment to the con- 
trary. I wish this had reached me 
earlier. I have during three weeks 
of newspaper importunity refused to 
print a word On the subject in the 
hope that no publicity might be re- 
quired, and that some understand- 
ing could be reached. I have reason 
to believe that Col. Harvey withheld 
his statement for the same cause, 
and with the same hope. 

“It being no longer possible to sup- 
press the matters at issue, this full 
statement, which I make most re- 
luctantly, seems needful to a full and 
impartial knowledge by the general 
public, but more especially by the 
mass and body of Democrats, who 
are 59 earnestly seeking a leader in 
the coming contest.

George H. Bowles, attorney for the 
Bell Telephone Co., requested the Legis- 
lative Committee of the House of Dele- 
gates to defer action on the pending dill 
limiting the rates to be charged for 
business telephones until! after the Public 
Service Commission has made its report 


and recommendations for rates. He 
made the request at the public hearing 
before the committee Wednesday after- 
noon. 
J. J. Dowling, representing the Real 
Estate Exchange; R. L. Orcutt ofthe 
West End Business Men’s Association, 
and Ben Westhus of the South St. Louis 
Business Men’s Asociation, made a coun- 
ter request to the. Bell company to sus- 
pend the proposed increase in rates until 
the report of the Public Service Com- 
mission is made. 

Neither side seemed willing to grant 
the demand of the others, and the hear- 
ing before the House committee will be 
resumed Thursday afternoon. 

Making Exhaustive Inventory, 
The Public Service Commission is 
making an exhaugtive inventory of the 
property of the Bell company with a 
view to making recommendations as to 
rates which properly may be charged. 
Several months will be needed for the 
investigation. 

The Bell company has announced a 
raise in rates for business telephones, 
effective Feb. 1. On direct line, unlim- 


is $6.50 a month, the new rate will be 
$108 a year. A bill was introduced in 
the House of Delegates seeking to limit 
charges for business telephones to $6.50 
a month. 
President Charles S. Gleed of the Bell 
Telephone Co. was questioned by mem- 
bers of the House committee on the 
amount of salary paid to officers of the 
company. 
‘“T think my salary is $4000 a year,” 
Gleed said, answering a question. “‘I am 
not sure how much it is. It may be 
$5000.”’ 
“T am sorry I came here today,’’ Gleed 
said when asked by Chairman Hale of 
the committee, among other things, why 
dividends were cut.in 1910 from 8 per 
cent to 4, and to give reasons for ¢c-- 
yi: ncing rates. 
‘“‘When I came to St. Louis and looked 
cver the field in 1909, I found that the 
surplus of the company was about 
gone,” he said. “The earnings were in- 
adequate, and the properties were great- 
ly depreciated in value below the book 
value. I found that we were about $2,- 
000,000 ‘shy’ of what the books showed 
we had. 
“T advised that the dividend be cut 
to 4 per cent. The men who had long 
owned stock voted to cut the dividend. 
The St. Louis directors employed ex- 
perts who verified my observations con- 
cerning depreciation. The American Tel- 
egraph and Telephone Co. made the 
same investigation, and verfied my re- 
port.’’ 

Says Increase Is Necessary. 
He said he had nothing to do with the 
advance in rates, although he consid- 
ered it necessary to create an earning 
power for the company. 
He promised to have copies of the min- 
utes of the meetings of the Bell Co. at 
the hearing, which would show data con- 
cerning the proposed raise in rates, 
Bowles told the committee the Bell 
company paid the city 5 per cent of its 
gross receipts in 1911, amounting to 
$87,960. This was in addition to taxes. 
He said revenue from the proposed in- 
crease would net about 2 per cent on the 
capitalization. 
President H. Linton Reber of the Kin- 
loch Telephone Co, told the committee 
his company has no objection to the 
passage of the bill limiting the rate to 
$6.50. He said his company is eager to 
get business at that rate. 
Reber was asked by Delegate Ittner 
if his company could operate at a profit 
at its present rates if it had as many 
subscribers as the Bell. He answered 
by saying the Kinloch was spending 
money to get business, and that he felt 
that it could make money at the pres- 
ent rate for several years.

Governor, Says He Fulfilled His 
Obligation When He Posed 


for the Artist. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 18.—Gov. 
Hadley is shying clear of the contro- 
versy between Mrs. Huntley and the 
committee of admirers of the executive 
who employed her to paint his portrait. 
The Governor this morning said that 
the men who contracted for the portrait 
had never called upon him for an ex- 
pression in regard to its merits. 

‘“T had nothing to do with the con- 
tract for the portrait,’’ he said. “I ful- 
filled my obligations in the matter 
when I sat for many hours in the heat 
of last summer while Mrs. Huntley was 
working on it.’’ 

It is no secret that the Governor's 
friends here advised him that the por- 
rait made him look too severe. They 
also made other criticisms. 

The only controversy known here 
which occurred between the Governor 
and Mrs. Huntley was in respect to his 
necktie. The Governor wanted to be 
painted in a polka dot tie, saying that 
such a tie had been interwoven with his 
legal and political triumphs and battles. 

Mrs. Huntley demurred, saying no- 
hody ever was painted in a polKa dot 
necktie. 

“Col. Roosevelt, in his celebrated 
painting by Sargent, wore a polka dot,” 
suggested the Governor. 

“Oh, he is likely to wear anything,” 
retorted the artist. Finally they com- 
promised upon a blue tie. 

It is related here that little John Had- 
ley made a rough sketch of one of the 
Governor’s eyes. The story runs that 
John and his playmates visited the room 
where the portrait was and that John 
aiscovered that it had but one eye at

PARENTS A NECESSARY EVIL. 

In her conscientious objections to the Patrons’ 
Association of the New Ashland School, Mrs. 
Haléyon Childs presents issues which need to be 
decided officially and then only after mature de- 
‘liberation. As principal of the school, Mrs. Childs 
is understood to hold that responsibility to the 
school board alone is sufficient. In some cities 
and under some conditions, meeting such a re- 
sponsibility might put too much strain on even 
the strongest intellect. 

Under such conditions, parents forming volun- 
tary associations, or acting singly to emphasize 
their owns views of what education ought to mean, 
may easily be imagined as creating a nuisance. 
If professiona] educators think of it as likely to 
become intolerable, they may find themselves in 
full sympathy with many of their pupils. 

As they begin to develop modern minds of their 
own, many children may find parents who 
interfere at all in their education more of a nui- 
sance than teachers do. Still there is no way 
of abating it altogether. Parents, as a necessary 
evil, supply the raw material without which pro- 
fessional educators cannot educate systematically 
and scientifically. Inconvenient as they may be- 
come both to educators and to those who are 
being educated, parents must be tolerated. 

It is wise at times to soothe them by reviving 
the antique Chinese idea that they are benefactors 
individually, while collectively they may be judi- 
ciously flattered with the hypothesis that they are 
the principal part of the public which supports 
public education.

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REGULATION FOR PHONE SERVICE. 


An exception to the approved principle of regu- 
lated monopoly in public utilities is found in the 
system under which St. Louis is provided with 
telephone service. Competition was accepted as a 
desirable means of enforcing lower telephone rates 
and better service, and a second company was ad- 
mitted to the field. Of course, the public had 
tangible grievances or such a step would not have 
been resorted to. How has the plan worked out? 

Leaving out of consideration the great incon- 
venience of twin phone systems, the effect of com- 
petition as a regulatory device may be illustrated 
from one branch of the service. The cost to busi- 
ness houses of a connection with all telephone 
users in the city was formerly as follows: 


1 Bell business phone, per @nnuM «-«---- .$125 
Under competition this Bell charge was reduced 


to $78, but the total cost to business houses of 
connection with all phones in the city became this: 


1 Bell business phone, per annum .«--«srees $76 
1 Kinloch business phone, per annum ..-. i2 


Total cost to business houses . -$150 
Now the Bell company threatens an advance of 
$30, making the total charge $180. Telephone 
users who have been paying $25 a year for such 
restraint as competition furnishes against public 
utility exploitation must now pay an excess of $55 
over the old cost. The burden of proof to show 
this increase is justified rests on the company. 
The Public Service Commission is now making an 
appraisal of telephone property which will have 
an important bearing on reasonable charges. Ev- 
ery power the city possesses should be used to 
prevent an arbitrary advance forestalling this re- 
port. 

The public’s only hope, accordingly, of escape 
from the advance is through a belated applica- 
tion of the principle of official regulation. Pres- 
ence of competition was no bar to the Bell com- 
pany in planning the increase. How much better 
it would have been if the principle of regulation 
had been applied from the start! It would have 
saved much money. 





Now that the Wilkesbarre man has squandered 
in New York the $2500 he got from the machine 
for surrendering a nomination to office, we beg 
to suggest that political conditions in Wilkes- 
barre would be a fair subject for investigation for 
a keen state’s attorney and a special grand jury. 
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COMPLICATING AN ISSUE. 

The City Council properly appointed a commit- 
tee to investigate the charges against Building 
Commissioner McKelvey. But it also instructed 
that committee to investigate all St. Louis the- 
aters. The issue should not be complicated. 

Commissioner McKelvey is entitled to have his 
case cleared up without leaving room for the 
charge that the issue has been dodged. The car- 
penters are entitled to a hearing upon their direct 
charge, with no divergence from that issue to con- 
ditions in other theaters. The public is entitled 
to safe theaters and to exact knowledge as to 
the manner after which Mr. McKelvey conducts 
the Building Department. 

In other words, the carpenters, Mr. McKelvey 
and the public are entitled to a square deal.

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WHAT ‘‘INTERVENTION’’ MEANS. 

American military occupation of Cuba was used 
to give a combination of Americans control of 
immensely valuable iron fields of that island. 
Probably these men number less than a dozen, 
but their interest is enough to account for the 
attempt to make “intervention” a permanent pol- 
icy of the United States. 

The issue thus presented is too important, how- 
ever, to be considered from any standpoint of 
mere opposition to such commonplace conspiracies 
to use governmental force for private purposes. 
We have not escaped the danger dreaded by 
American statesmen from Washington to Monroe, 
who made success in the experiment of self-govy- 
ernment depend on non-intervention. 

Intervention had defined itself throughout its 
history as the action of the enemies of popular 
government in one country invading to suppress 
home rule by armed force in any other country 
whose weakness invited subjugation. As Napo- 
leonic imperialism under both the First and the 
Second Empire showed that interventions in- 
volved subjugation and military government, En- 
glish Liberals aligned themselves against it with 
American Republicans and Democrats. 

The Monroe doctrine never was, and it is not 
now, anything more than an assertion that home 
rule shall not be suppressed through the subju- 
gation of any weak American republic by Euro- 
pean intervention. The issue of American home 
rule thus defined as “‘non-intervention” was that 
of self-government as a natural right and as an 
American principle.

Proposed Measure Asks 1o Per 
Cent of Net Earnings of | 
Baseball Clubs. 








ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 18.—A bil] that 
will cause excitement in the ranks of 
baseball men is ‘o be introduced in the 
New York State Legislature by Senator 
James J. Frawley, one of the Democratic 
leaders and author of the new law for 
the regulation of boxing. It is Senator 
Frawley’s plan to tax the gross receipts 
of baseball clubs exceeding a certain 
limit, the money thus collected to be 
turned over to the playgrounds ip lead- 
ing cities and towns. 

The bill will probably name 10 per cent 
as the tax and will affect directly the 
New York National League club, the 
New York American League club and 
the Brooklyn National League club. Sen- 
ator Frawley’s idea is to put professional 
baseball under the control of the State 
Athletic Commission, which is managing 
the boxing game. 

The officials of the major league clubs 
have never made public the amount 
of their gross receipts, expenditures and 
profits. There is no doubt, however, that 
the returns are enormous. It has been 
said unofficially that the profits of the 
New York National League club exceeds 
$300,000 in good years.
